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Under some authority but not other, intrastate travel is afforded federal constitutional protection. 


It has been stated that the right to intrastate travel is not afforded federal constitutional protection. ! It has also been 
held, however, that there is a right to intrastate travel? and this right is sometimes said to be fundamental. The 
right includes the right to change one's residence within a state’ although it does not allow one to travel anywhere 


and everywhere within the state at his or her pleasure.” 
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
